The people of Chicago must awaken ‘to the 


absolute necessity of providing their city 
with adequate harbor facilities. 

Comparatively few recognize the impor- 
tance of establishing and maintaining «a 
first class port at this point. If Chicago 
fails in this respect, as surely as the earth 
turns upon its axis its commercial suprem- 
acy will disappear. 

I know there will be many who will regard 
this as an extreme conclusion. They will 
say the railroads have made Chicago. They 
will insist that Chicago’s splendid geograph- 
ical situation and its commercial output al- 
ways will insure its rank among the first 
cities of the United States. 

The best way to judge what will happen 
to one’s self is by the study of the experience 
of others in similar circumstanceg. There are 
residents of Chicago who remember the time 
when St. Louis was a dangerous rival of the 
lake city. It wag situated upon the Missis- 
sippi river, in the center of what has 
become the greatest farming region in the 
world: 

Chicago Faces St. Louis’ Fate. 

Chicago is in the same region, but not 
so well situated from a strategically com- 
mercial point of view. With the decline of 
steamboat traffic upqn the Mississippi river 


’ the relegation of St. Louis to cities of second 


rank followed. Chicago’s geographical} abil- 
ity to tap the rich middle west, its position 


, upon the magnificent water system of the 


great lakes, and its connections with the sea 
through the Erie canal and the St. Lawrence 
river, assured for it permanent water trans- 
portation. The growth of acity is absolutely 
dependent upon its transportation facilities. 

Dominated only by the railroads, it is un- 
able to secure competition in rates. But with 
a choice between the steamship and the rail- 
road train, it enjéys a freedom which makes 
for its prosperity. 


Chance for Improvement Passing. 

In view of these economic truths, it is 
imperative that the people of Chicago should 
aWaken-te@ realization of their harbor needs. 
If the lake-to-the-gulf waterway ever should 
. be constructed—and Chicago immeasurably 
S weuld benefit therefrom—the. importance of 
adequate harbor facilities here will be tre- 
mendously increased. The time when the 
waterway will be completed is far distant. 
When that time shall arrive the value of 
land available for harbor purposes will be 
almost prohibitive. Therefore Chicago ought 
to act now. 

I have studied carefully the lake front and 
have gone over the main river and its two 
branches. I have séen South Chicago and, 
the Calumet river. I am not surprised at the 
. fact that the tonnage at the mouth of the 
Chicago river has remained practically sta- 
tionary for the last ten years, while that of 
South Chicago, of Indiana harbor, of Duluth, 
and of Milwaukee steadily and rapidly has 
increased, nor is it astonishing that the en- 
tire city ranks fourth in lake commerce where 
it once stood first. The reason is apparent. 
Without proper and adequate terminals, traf- 
fic cannot be accommodated and must go 
elsewhere. Of what value would bea railroad 
if it possessed no terminal facilities or even 


‘ff those available were insufficient? 


Bridges Peril to Navigation. 
The city of Chicago proper lacks conven- 


lence# for modern vessels and for their 
| prompt and easy discharge of freight. The 


main branch of the Chicago river is not of 
sufficient depth. 

This is true also of its branches. Moreover, 
the river is narrow and tortuous, ships of 
more than moderate length cannot enter it, 
‘and many that do are liable to damage and 
- have to pay higher insurancerates. Naviga- 
tion is impeded by bridges whose piers are lo- 
cated in the center of the stream. Finally 
there is the delay incident to bridge obstruc- 
tion. One of the serious drawbacks to navi- 
gation interests is the city ordinance whith 
forbids the swinging@f bridges for two hours 
in the morning and two hours in the evening.

Hearst, once defeated for mayor of this city | 


by George B. McClellan and later beaten 
by Charies EK. Hughes for governor, was 
nominated for mayor tenight at a massmeet- 
ing of 4,000 of his admirers at Cooper union. 
This action was taken despite his authorita- 
tive statement last evening that he would 
not be a candidate, 

Resolutjons were adopted directing that 
a commitee of five be appointed to take 
steps for the naming of an entire city, county, 
and borough ticket, which will be placed in 
nomination by petition. 

Hope to Change His Attitude. 

Tonight’s meeting was called, according 
to its leaders, with a view to’ showing Mr. 
Hearst that opinion among his followers in 
the old Independence league was so strongly 
in favor of his running again as to override 
even his positive declaration. The hopes 
of the leaders were more than realized— 
every seat in the big hall wae filled and the 
name of Mr. Hearst was greeted every time 
it was mentioned with a salvo of cheers. 

When after a half dozen “ opening” 
speeches he was formally nominated for 
mayor the meeting rose to its feet after the 
approved manner of political conventions and 
the demonstraticn which followed lasted 
twenty minutes before the chairman's hoarse 
calls for order could be heard. 

No indications as to what Mr. Hearst’s at- 
titude would be toward the action of the 
meeting was received before adjournment 
was taken, but the leaders and speakers ex- 
pressed confidence that it would be impos- 
sible for him to refuse. The thir® party 
which is thus suddenly projected into New 
York’s municipal campaign will not be known 
hereafter as the Independence league, but 
will probably bear the title ‘“‘ Citizens’ party,” 
or some similar designation. 

The platform, as indicated by the speakers, 
will express distrust of the intentions of 
both the Republican and Democratic parties, 
which have already nominated full local tick- 
ets, declaring that a silent alliance exists be- 
tween Tammany and the local Republican 
machine which would make good government 
under either an impossibility. It will de- 
clare in strong terms for municipal owner- 
ship of subways, economy of administration, 
and adequate school and transit facilities. 

The principal address of the: evening. was 
made by William M. Ivins, who was the Re- 
publican candidate for mayor against Hearst 
and McClellan four years ago. 


Attacks Gaynor and Tammany. 
Mr. Ivins devoted half an hour to the Tam- 


"many ticket, headed by Justice William J. 


Gaynor. 

‘Justice Gaynor is carrying the banner 
for the gang,”’ he said. “ He is the stalking 
horse for Tammany. He leads the vilest 
ticket that has ever been placed before New 
York. In spite of his judicial position. he 
has for months devoted himself to a cley- 
erly framed and adroitly executed conspiracy 
whereby the two beneficiaries are to be the 
judge@n the one hand and the band of polit- 
ical criminals on the other. 

“ Justice Gaynor has told us that he has 
a right to take any man’s vote, but there 
are some votes in New York that no decent 
man should care or dare to take. The Tam- 
many ticket is not entitled to the serious 
consideration of any man who pretends to be 
a friend of the city.” 

Mr. Ivins’ remarks create a pecullar situa- 
tion in that Mr. Hearst in a forma! statement 
issued last night not only declined to run 
for mayor, but announced that he would sup- 
port the candidacy of Justice Gaynor in 
preference to Otto T. Bannard, the Repub- 
lican nominee.

Saved by Ballast Bags. 


SICK MAN FLIES 500 MILES. 


Uncertainty as to Winner of St. Louis 
Centennial Contest. 


» 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Unusual 
happenings combined to add thrills to the 
adventure of flying in the centennial aerial 
races from this city. 

Bullets riddled one balloon, the occupants 


{ escaping injury by crouching behind the 


heavy bags of ballast, which stopped the 
missiles. 

An aeronaut.-so sick when he began his 
flight ithat he had to lie in a hammock 
stretched across the basket, was forced to 
land because his companion feared his ill- 
ness would prove fatal if they remained in 
the air. But they had covered over 500 
‘miles. 

Other sky skippers flew over four states 
and then, when. compelled to seek ground, 
found that they had been carried by capri- 
clous wihds to about 150 miles from the start- 
ing point. 

Uncertain as to Winner. 

To climax all this there remains the un- 
certainty as to who has proved the winner. 
The St. Louis III., Von Phul pitot, made 580 
miles, coming to earth im Minnesota. The 
Centennial when last heard from was 400 
miles from St. Louis. and still going. 

Unless the Centennial, H. E. Honeywell 
pilot, last reported at Livingstone, Ala., has 
exceeded 580 miles, Von Phul, who landed 
this morning at Wahkon, Minn,., has won 
the race, which began on Monday. Von 
Phul was in the air forty-one hours and 
thirty-five minutes. , 

The New York, Harmon, and Post, pilot 
and aid, telegraphed tonight that they land- 
ed at Edina, Mo., 148 miles from here, after 
a trip fraught with disappointments. The 
aeronauts traveled over Illinois, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, and Missouri, and then had to 
alight north of the starting point. 

The Indiana. which sailed under protest 
because H. H. McGill has no license. dropped 
near Albany, Minn.. 520 miles air line, after 
an exciting trip. McGill left here in a ham- 
mock in the basket. 


How the Others Landed. 

The other balloons in the race landed as 
follows: 

HOOSIER (disqualified), Dr. Grume and Cus- 
ter, near Russellville, Mo., at 11:20 a. m. Tues- 
day. In air 17 hours and 24 minutes; distance, 
123 miles.

Mooresville, Mo., at 3:15 p. m. Tuesday. In air 
21 hours and 55 minutes; distance, 204 miles. 

POMMERY, Arnold and Taylor, near Knobel, 
Ark., at 5:30 p. m. Tuesday. In air 24 hours 
and 30 minutes: attained height of 14,500 feet; 
distance, 162 miles. 

CLEVELAND, Wade and Morgan, near Alex- 
ander City, Ala., at 8:30 a.m. Wednesday, In 
air 39 hours and 46 minutes; distance, 444 miles. 


Ulness Forces Indiana Down. 

McGill, the. pilot of the Indiana, was taken 
violently ilk early in the day: He was loath 
to givé up the flight. but his aid, J, H. Shauer, 
insisted that they descend for medical help. 
In falling the balloon dashed into a tree. 

Both men were thrown out, but they were 
so near the ground that their injuries were 
not serious. Schauer’s shoulder was dislo- 
cated and McGill was jolted and bruised. 
The balloon reached a height of 15,000 feet 
at one time. 

Balloon Riddled by Bullets. 

The balloon, South St. Louls, which sailed 
from St. Louis at the same time the cen- 
tennial racers got away, was riddled with 
shot and forced to descend jn the afternoon 
in. north Missouri. The pilot, Morris A. Hei- 
mang, and his aid, John Bennett, were saved 
being shot by the ballast bags. The balloon 
was shot at a dozen times from as meny dif- 

uns. 

Sraneus to the flight of the big balloons 
a dozen small advertising balloons were sent 
up, each bearing a ten dollar note. Missouri 
farmers found that landing these bags was 
more pr@fitable than plowing and lay in walt 
for them. The South St. Louis was mistaken 
for an advertising balloon. Shortly after dusk 
Monday the aeronauts were startled by the 
report of a gun. Peering over the side of the 
basket, they saw a farmer preparing for an- 
other shot. Throwing out ballast, they soon 
got out of range. At different times through- 
out the moonlit night they were fired at. 
When near Laredo, the balloon had lost much 
gas and the aeronauts had little ballast left. 
A charge from @ farmer’s gun came near 
turning their pleasure trip into a tragedy. 


YANKEE Wins WORLD AIR RACE. 

ZURICH. Oct. 6.—The international bal- 
loon race for the Gordon Bennett cup has 
been won by Edgar W. Mix, the American 
aeronaut. of Columbus, O. 

Mr. Mix landed north of Warsay, in Rus- 
sian Poland, at 3 a. m. Tuesday. The first 
news of his landing was conveyed in a per- 
sonal dispatch dated Ostrolenka. The aero- 
naut said: 

“T Janded in a pine tree in the forest of 
Gutova, west of Ostrolenka and north of 
Warsaw. I encountered a heavy rain. My 


ballast was exhausted when I came down.. 


At present I am in the hands of the police, 
but all is going well.” 

At a late hour the committee sitting at 
Zurich issued an unofficial estimate of the 
distance covered by Mix, which it states to be 
about 695 miles. 

It is impossible to explain why Mr. Mix 
should have been molested by the police. 
The American embassy at St. Petersburg 
has been asked to take the matter up with 
the Russian authorities. The news of the 
balloonist’s arrest was communicated to 
Premier Stolypin, who promised to expedite 
his release. 


POLICEMAN RUNAWAY HERO. 


Patrolman Robert Stevens Stops Horse 
as It Dashes Toward Pedes- 
trians.

Fight Gubernatorial Booms Are 
Born at Political Gathering 
at the State Fair. »

Springfield, I1l., Oct. 6—{Special,|—Gov. 
Deneen has sent out the ultimatum that he 
will consider nothing in making out his Bpe- 
cial session call, other than the elections 
tangle and the deep waterway. 

This {s a self-evident fact. by deduction 
from what he said when he declinéd to listen 
to the possibility of including the “ commis- 
sion form of government ”’ enabling act in, 
the special session call. _ 

The net results of today, after a notable 
assemly of Republican~ party leaders from 
every senatorial district in the state, might 
be enumerated about as follows: 


Gov. Deneen has determined to force a direct 
primary law or nothing through the extra ses- 
sion of the general assembly. ~— 

He is determined to stand by his deep water- 
way policy as outlined in the Schmitt bill of the 
last session and to accept no compromise. 

He will not ask the special session to de busi- 
ness on the commission form of government plan 
for cities outside of Chicago—in fact, he said as 


much today. 

He purposes nothing in the extra session call 
which will tend to cure the alleged evil situation 
in Chicago as regards railroad electrification, 
harbors, subways, or anything else. 


Policy Is Not Authoritative. 

This alleged policy of the governor, with 
the exception of elections and waterways, 
is not authoritative. The plank—or the miss- 
ing planks, rather—regarding the commis- 
sion form of government, the electrification 
situation and the subway and other purely 
local Chicago issues—are prognostications 
which have developed during the day as a re- 
sult of visits to the governgr by persons who 
think they ought to know what is in the 
gubernatorial mind. 

To more than one person, during one of the 
busiest days in Gov. Deneen’s official career, 
he said he could not ask any more of the 
legislature for the territory outside of Chi- 
cago than he could for Chicago itself. Politi- 
cally speaking, he canont get Chicago and 
anti-Chicago together upon any position 
which he backs up on either elections or 
waterways. 

The anti-Chicago strength refuses to 
promise the votes necessary to the governor 
to swing his program, perhaps because the 
noisy influence now at bat cannot deliver 
in the existing general assembly and Gov. 
Deneen responds as a practical politician: 
‘What's the use?’’ 


May Not. Call Extra Session. 

There is a possibility of no extra session 
of the legislature. A great big conference of 
the known administration allies who have 
legislative votes to deliver and who are wiih 
the governor, come what may, will be held to- 
morrow. It is not believed in Springfield to- 
night that the govérnor can fail to call an 
extra session, but if certain elements of 
Cook county have influence in sufficiency, 
just that thing might happen. 

It is known tonight that Gov. Deneen flatly 
refused to include the commmission form of 
government suggestion in the official call 
unless the country - districts, incinding the 
larger cities interested particularly in the 
scheme, would get into line for his extra 
session program. 

Gov. Deneen said tonight that the plea of 
the twenty cities, as made at Peoria last 
week, is “under consideration.” As a mat- 
ter of fact, everything except the election 
iaw changes and the waterway legislation 
are * under consideration.”’ 

The cummittee which was appointed at 
Peoria last week by the convention of mayors 
and 1¢presentatives of twenty of the large: 
filinols cities, waited upon the governor (a- 
day. The members went away from h 
convinced that he purposes asking nothing of 
the sort from the legislature unless there 
are enough downstate votes pledged to the 
administration program to make it worth 
the administration’s while. 


Not Boosting Busse Interests. 

This seems needlessly cruel to Gov. Deneen 
and to place him in the attitude of bargaining 
for votes for a direct primary law and for 
the administration policy as to a deep water- 
way bill. 

Such necessarily is not true. Gov. Deneen 
does not want to open up the extra session 
of the legislature\to the consideration of a 
thousand and one things which have been put 
up to him. Particularly does he not wish to 
interest himself and the state legislature in 
matters which might be construed as strictly 
municipal in so far as Chicago is concerned. 
This may be construed as meaning that the 
governor wishes to boost nothing which May- 
or Busse or the Busse administration now 
seems to desire. 

That there fs a tremendous row concerning 
the proper policy of the Republican party ia 
Chicago, in Cook county, and in Illinois is 
a practical certainty. Persenal ructions and 
repeated primary fights since 1905, involving 
personally the big chiefs, have culminated In 
the biggest free for all, catch-as-catch-can 
scrap which has been known in the state, and 
they weer all here today looking fora chance 
to get ** toe holds.” 


McKinley to Succeed Cullom? 
In one confab this morning were these gen- 
tlemen, all of commanding force in shaping 
policies of a certain nature: Congressman

Eight Gubernatorial Booms Born. 


Not fewer than eight real live and earnest 
booms for the Republican nomination for 
governor were put on display. Mack Glenn's 
as the open faced movement, ticked into the 
lead, inasmuch/as he didn’t deny it. Col. 
Frank L. Smith's was conspicuous by his 
presence in the box where the “ big noise” 
caught the attention of the innocent by- 
stander. In his grand stand box weré the 
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delegate deliverers, in case there is no direct 


plurality primary law. 

Lieut. Gov. John G. Oglesby was on the 
grounds officially, and his candidacy is con- 
sidered as a matter of course. He is all but 
an officially announced aspirant for the Re- 
publican nomination, 

Three Deneen candidates were entered in 
the running simultaneously. Andrew Rus- 
sell of Jacksonville, former Lieut. Gov. Law- 
rence Y. Sherman, and Attorney General 
William H. Stead were trippled in the betting 
during the day as the “ administration en- 
try.” Developments of the big confab of the 
politicians are strongly indicative that all 
three will be much in the figuring before the 
Republican candidate is nominated in 1912. 

Secretary of State James A. Rose, who 
began in 1904 and quit early in the game be- 
cause of his health, is practically an avowed 
candidate. It is known by his good friends 
that he wishes the nomination and that if 
political conditions ripen a bit before the pre- 
nomination campaign opens, he will be an 
avowed candidate. Senator Charles F. Hur- 
burgh of Galesburg, chairman of the senate 
appropriations committee, and Gov. Deneen’s 
right hand man in Knox county and north- 
wards, is a near-candidate. 


Shanahan First of “Antis.” 


Representative David E. Shanahan was the 
chief representative of the anti-administra- 
tion element here today. There will be many 
more tomorrow. He said that he had rigaet 
little talk for a primary law, but he wasn’ 
where the primary talk was being produced. 

Most of the Illinois congressional delega- 
tion is here tonight. -Two-thirds of the gen- 
eral assembly are fighting for cots in the 
hotel halls. All of the politicians will be here 


by dawn. 
WANT G. 0. P. TO LEAD. 


The Dethocrats in the Sixth congressional 
district will make their nomination for the 
Lorimer vacancy in congress in the manner 
eimpioyed by the Republicans and to deter- 
mine what this will be they will wait until 
after the meeting of the Republican com- 
miitee scheduled for Friday.

WANT IT PERFECT 


Council Committee Members 
Take First Step Toward — 
Electrification. 


QUESTION OF METHODS. 


Aldermen Agree Ordinance Must 
‘Be Drastic and Proof 
Against Attack. 


A 


Electrification of the twenty-six railroad 
terminal lines in Chicago and abolition of 
the nuisahces of the unlonelevated loop were 
taken up with determination yesterday by 
the local transportation committee. Under 
the leadership of Ald. Milton J. Foreman, 
chairman, the committee decided to ask the 
assistance of Corporation Counsel Brundage 
in framing legislation which will accomplish 
the ends craved and will stand the acid test 
of the United States Supreme court if cor- 
poration lawyers carrynt there. 

‘Energy spent in moral suasion on public 
service corporations had better be put. in 
shoveling coal,’’ commented Ald. Foreman. 
** We want an ordinance that we may be cer- 
tain will give us freedom in exercising our 
extreme powers in dealing with the railroads. 
We don’t want an ordinance that has any 
visible flaw in it.’’ 

The aldermen were unanimous in their atti- 
tude in favor of abolishing the smoke 
nuisance by any practical means. They so 
expressed themselves following suggestions 
by Ald. Finn and Dever in favor ofthe pass- 
age of an ordinance based on the lines of 
the one prepared bythe late John O’Nelll, 
superintendent of track elevation, about fif- 
teen years ago. 


Seek Most Effective Course. 

Some were of the belief that it might be 
more effective technically to prohibit the 
railroads using coal than specifically to order 
the use of electricity. Those o differed in 
their opinions on this point agreed that were 
coal! to be barred the use of electricity would 
be forced anyway. But there was uniform- 
ity In demanding that trifling be dispensed. 
with and results accomplished as quickly 
and advantageously as is consistent with 
legal exactitude. 

Ald Fisher reached the committeeroom 
soon after his resolution directed against 
the Union Eleyated loop and the report of 
Traction Expert M. B. Hereley that eventual- 
ly the loop must be abolished were taken 
under consideration. Ald. Fisher commented 
on the “ dirt. din and noise” and talked of 
comparative reality values. 

“Property inside the loop sells for from 
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$12.000 to $30,000 a front foot,” he said, “‘while 
a couple of blocks outside property can’t com- 
mand as many hundreds. It is the same way 
with rentals. The loop confines business to 
its boundaries and strangles competition. 
“Tear down the loop and make through 
routes in its place and you will solve the 
question.” 
Other Traction Matters Referred. 
Othér measures brought up included one 
for the rebuilding of portions of certain 
subways in South Kedzie avenue that are 
too low for the passage of the new large cars 
of the Chicago Railways company on through 
route 23. It was referred to a subcommittee. 
Compulsory élevation of the Chicago and 
Oak Park railroad’s tracks in Austin, where 
they are close to the elevated structure of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, also 
was deferred for discussion. 


AUTO HOLDUPS “TOO COMMON”; 
CHIEF WANTS ’EM STOPPED. 


Col. Steward Issues Order in Bulletin 
Instructing Inspectors to Stop Rob- 
beries on the Boulevards. 


Chief of Police Steward is making an effort 
to stop automobile holdups, of which he says 
there have been several lately. In yester- 
day’ g@fissue of the Police Bulletin the chief 
caused this order to be printed: 

‘* Stop these automobile robberies.’’ 

In the last few weeks several automobile parties 
have beer held up and robbed while riding on the 
boulevards. These robberies are becoming alto- 
gether too common, and you will make special! 
efforts to see that this sort of crime is stopped. 

The order was adressed to the inspectors. 
The assumption from the chief's order was 
that there had been several! automobile rob- 
beries, but that the news had been carefully 
suppressed by the police. 

In the last few weeks but one such robbery 
was reported in the newspapers. No admis- 
sions of others were made by the police last 
night, however. ~ 


NEW DOCK RIGHTS LEASED. 


Sebastian Krug Pays $6,777.40 a Year 
for Dockage Between Washing- 
ton and Randolph. 


The sanitary district board yesterday 
leased to Sebastian Krug dockage property 
on the west side of the Chicago river, be- 
tween Washington and Randolph streets, the 
lease running from Oct. 1, 1908, to Sept. 30, 
1944. 

The rent is $6,777 a year for the first ten 
years, being 4 per cent of the property valua- 
tion, $169.260. At the end of ten years a re- 
appraisal is to be made for another ten years 
and soon. The lessee agrees to pay the taxes 
and make $50,000 improvements within five 
years. 

The board retains an option to cancel the 
lease in the event of any default. Another 
lease was granted to the Artesian Stone and 
Lime Works company for dockage at Sum- 


mit, IlL, for ten years at $800 annual rent.

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Hanberg Orders Probe of City 
Engineer McDonnell. 


FEED PIPE ON OWN LAND. 


Accused of Supplying Kedzie Avenne 
Firms; Welcomes Inquiry. 


Patrick E. McDonnell Sr., city engineer 
and inventor, is to become the subject of an 
investigation by Commissioner of Public 
Works Hanberg today. Charges of conduct 
unbecoming a city employé are to be filed 
against him as a result of allegations that 
he has been selling free city water to persons 
and corporations in Kedzie avenue. 

While the charges are absolutely dented 
by McDonnell, Commissioner Hanberg de- 
olared ‘that ‘‘something was wrong,” and 
that he was going to discover if any one had 
the right to give away or sell city water 
without first obtaining permission from the 
city. 

According to the information at hand, Mce- 
Donnell derives his ability to dispose of city 
water from an eight inch feed pipe that runs 
through his property on South Kedzie ave- 
nue, between Thirty~-fifth and Thirty-eixth 
streets. Some years ago, when the city con- 
structed the water tunnel under the McDon- 
nell property, the owner was given the free 
use of the water in payment for any: ‘**‘ dam. 
age that he might have sustained. 


Supplies Empire Car Company. 

“While there wasn't any contract,” said 
Deputy Commissioner Redieski, ‘‘ McDonnell 
was given to understand that he could have 
all the water he wanted for his domestic use. 
However, a laundry recently was constructed 
on his property and this has been) supplied 
with free water. This laundry is operated 
by a Dr. Haley and the water goes with the 
lease. Also a blacksmith shop on the Mc- 
Donnell premises is supplied with free city 
water. 

‘The Empire Car company, which aéd- 
joins McDonnel!'s property, was getting its 
water from the eight inch pipe. The car 
company is eo situated that it would cost 
the city more than $100,000 to run water to it. 
So we arranged with McDonnell to supply 
the firm from the eight.inch feed pipe.” 

Pverything was going smoothly until yes- 
terday, wher for some unknown reason Mc- 
Donnell suddenly shut off the water supply of 
the car company. A protest was immediately 
made to Commissioner Hanberg with the re- 
sutt that Deputy Redieski was ordered to 
file charges against McDonnell. 

McDonnell, who is an engineer at the Ful- 
lerton avenue pumping station, declared that 
he had not been selling water to any one and 
that he had been furnishing water to the 
car company on orders from the city.

PREPARING FOR A FIGHT. 


Guarantors Will Contest Unless 
Claims Are Recognized, 
They Say. 


Negotiations for an amicable settlement of 

the trouble@ between the Chicago clearing 
house banks and the guarantors of John R. 
Waish's $7,121,887 note came to an end yes- 
terday. Unless something new develops, the 
securities put up as additional collateral by 
the directors of the old Chicago National 
bank will go into the mejting pot along with 
the Walsh securities. That the interest on 
the note, overdue, never will be paid, is con- 
ceded by the banking interests, as well as the 
guarantors of the note themselves. 

The final conference—the one that ended 
the negotiations—was held in the afternoon. 
Before it was held it' was believed by the 
bank representatives and by those who guar- 
anteed the Walsh note that an adjustment 
would be reached, providing for a new stipu- 
lation to replace’ the collateral trust .agree- 
ment. 

James B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional bank and chairman of the clearing 
house committee, and James C. Hutchins, 
counsel for the INinois Trust and Savings 
bank, were present at the meeting with rep- 
resentatives of the guarantors. Mr. Forgan 
declined to say what happened, but Mr. 
Hutchine admitted that the negotiations had 
ended and that there was little chance of 
peaceful settlement. . 

, Hutchins Sees No Settlement. 

“There had been some hope of bringing 
about an adjustment that would not necessi- 
tate a foreclosure and sale of the securities 
to pay the note,” said Mr. Hutchins in the 
evening, " but I think now there is no chance 
of an agreement between the note guarantors 

and the banks. I do not care to go into any 
details of the matter or say just what propo- 
sitions had been made. ! velieve the interest 
on the note never will be paid and that the 
matter will have to take the regular course 
in such cases.”’ | 

Mr. Hutchins seemed to regard litigation 
as inevitable and intimated that a receiver 
for the collateral and other property given as 
security for the Walsh note might be asked 
by the banks in addition to the foreclosure 
proceedings. This might mean a lengthy 
court controversy. 

Mr. Forgan said he considered the meeting 
as confidential in character. | 

“I do not care to discuss the; matter at 
all,” he said. ‘I do not care to say what 
has been done, what hag been proposed, or 
what will not be done. I did take part in 
a conference, but 1 consider it of an abse 
lutely private nature. In spite of the fact 
that the newspapers and some people have 
considered this matter between the banks 
and Mr. Walsh to be of public character; I 
do not consider it 80.” 

Guarantors Disposed to Fight. 

Among the attorneys attending the con- 
ference were Lessing Rosenthal, Merritt 
Starr and others, representing the six guar- 
antors of.the Walsh note, and Edward C. 
Ritsher, counsel for Mr. Walsh. 

“All I care to say,’ said Attorney Rosen- 
thal, “‘is that the negotiations progressed 
favorably until today, when a serious hitch 
occurred in the proceedings. It is impos- 
sible for me at this time to forecast the 
outcome. Much will depend upon the banks 
and thelr appreciation and recognition of 
certain rights of the guarantors which the 
latter are now asked to surrender.” 

Mr. Rosenthal intimated that the guaran- 
tors were not disposed to give in to certain 
of the proposals of the banks and that they 
would contest bitterly in case of ltigation.

Signaling to Mars ig an unenthusiastic 
thing beside the signaling attempted by forty 
women yesterday who were temporarily in- 
habiting four elevators in the Fine Arts 
building, Which simultaneously “ went 
dead” at various unlighted, unyentilated, 
and uninteresting points along the air shaft 
leading from floors one to ten. 

The women were members of the Chicag> 
Woman’s club, with their best clothes on, 
and the occasion was one of particular im- 
portance, inasmuch as it marked the open- 
ing of their club year and of their new club- 
rooms, which all members were so eager to 
gee that they were hurrying as fast as ever 
they could. The time of imprisonment, ac- 
cording to the most conservative estimates, 
was three-quarters of an hour. If one con- 
sults certain club members today, however, 
one will be convinced that the imprisonment 
covered any length of time up to ten hours. 

To those in the club rooms the first intima- 
tion of anything wrong came when Mrs. Ed-

“Why is this? Simply because. the rate 
cutters and the wildeat companies have given 
the business a black eye. The agents are 
irt by men who seek business at any cost 
md never give a glance at the physical or 
. sean character of a hazard.” 


“Urges Scientific Regulation. 

Mr. Guenther went on to say. that the hope 
of the agents lay in scientific regulation of 
rates and supervision of assets. He said that 
the recognition of the agent as an essential 
factor in business life depended upon this. 

Thomas J. McComb of Oklahoma spoke on 
the difficulties of a state commissioner of in- 
surance. 

“When regulation is attempted on any- 
thing like a complete scale,” he'said, “ the 
companies threaten to get out of the state.

Talks on “Chicago Beautiful.”’ 

The president's address yesterday was on 
the building of the new Chicago and on the 
yalue of state regulation: -- .

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because of the absence of a proper adminis- 
trative organization. 

With the laudable object of making a city 
beautiful, the Illinois state legislature en- 
acted laws authorizing the board of south 
park commissioners to take possession for 
park purposes of that portion of the lake 
front lying between Grant park and Jackson 
park. Wnder this authority the south park 
commissioners instituted proceedings to ac- 
quire the riparian rights of land owners, chief 
among which is the Illinois Centra! railroad 
company. The proceedings were halted 
by appeal to the federa] government. Once 
these rights were secured it was the intention 


of the park board to create park areas and 


lagoons and the plan for the beautification of 
the city presented by the Commercial club 
proposed a scheme having artistic merit of 
high order. 

It ie evident that in the development of a 
city, utility and art should go hand in hand. 
The greatness of Chicago ever will depend 
upon its commerce. No scheme should be 
considered which fails to.take account not 
only of existing commercial needs but of 
those which the promising future will create. 
Every one -recognizes the value of the lake 
front for park purposes. Every one desires 
to see these purposes realized. There is no 
ground for conflict between those who wish 
for improvement in an artistic direction and 
those who wish for improvement for com- 
-mercial advantage. The two may go hand 
‘fn hand, and the report of the Chicago harbor 
commission has suggested several means by 
which this may be done. In Europe most of 


ithe great ports have made an effort to com- 


bine beauty and utility im the improvement 
of their water fronts. 


Rail and Water Must Join. 


In order to insure the best results com- 
mercially, there must be correlation of rail 
and water terminal facilities. No one can 
say that the railroad terminals are well ar- 
ranged or that the facilities they provide are 
adequate. Every one is familiar with the 
deplorable condition of the docks and ware- 
houses. It is practically impossible for es- 
tablished iines to extend their present facil- 
ities, and new lines find it difficult to get 
dock space at all. The report of the harbor 
commission recommendéd that the city 
should establish a number of docks. This has 
been done by New York and by the great 
ports of Europe. 

Provision. must be made for easy connec- 
tion of railroads and docks, and to this end 
it would seem advisable for the city to 
get title to the lilinois and Michigan canal, 
anc use it as a railroad way. As was 
well said by a San Francisco engineering ex- 
pert, the ultimate ascendency of a habor 
will be determined in large measure by the 
provision of liberal do™ps- and walls, with 
all the mechanical appliances which facilli- 
tate the transfer of merchandise and passen- 
gers from rail to water and from water to 
rail without delays or confusion. 


Three Methods of Improvement. 


The average citizen who has not followed 
the rumerous suggestions tlt: havef een 
advanced for the improvement of the city’s 
harbor facilities naturally will ask how this 
great work is to be brought about. So far 
as the federal government is concerned, he 
may be assured that it will look with favor 
upor any project contemplating the enhance- 
ment of Chicago's commerce. United action 
by Chicago’s senators and congressmen will 
mean large appropriations. The state of 
Illinois. too, should share the expense, for 
it would benefit directly from Chicago's 
prosperity. There are three ways in which 
the city may act. 

It coulé undertake the work Itself. This is 
so improbable that it is unnecessary to dis- 
cuss it. The work might be done by a private 
corporation. But such a course has disad- 
vantages so obvious, even though the most 
stiingent regulation be exercised, that there 
is no likelihood of its adoption. The third 
suggestion offered is that either a separate 


‘Chicago Beautiful ’ is in every one’s - corporation, organized by the city, or the 


mouth,’ said Mr. Kelsey, “but Jet us try 

to make it Chicago permanent and inde- 
‘structible as well. The dangers of insufficient 
water supply here and in other American 
cities is greater than in Europe.’’

Friday afternoon the president will enter 
the park from one of the highest points and 
after a trip to the show places of the upper 
levels will begin a descent to the floor, which 
is inclosed by almost perpendicular cliffs 
more than 3,000 feet in height.

‘COMPOSER DUDLEY BUCK DIES 


Had International Fame as. Or- 
ganist and Producer, 


SUFFERED BY CHICAGO FIRE. 


Lost Manuseripts of Unfinished Com- 
positions in 1873. 


West Orange, N. J., Oct. 6.—Dudley Buck, 
the organist and composer, died suddenly at 
the home of his son in this city yesterday. 
He had just returned afte? a two years’ 
absence in Europe. 

Mr. Buck was 70 years old, was born in 
Hartford, Conn., and was educated at the 
Leipzig .conservatory. His father was a 
shipping merchant and had planned a similar 
career for his son. One day the boy, Dudley, 
borrowed from one of his father’s clerks a 
work on “thorough bass,”’ and then soon 
after a youthful school fellow lent him a 
flute. In his first practice on the flute he 
went high up on the branch of a cherry tree, 
so his first false notes would notjannoy the 
family. 


Rapid Progress in Music. 

Evidently he progressed rapidly, for on his 
twelfth birthday he got a flute of his own as 
a presem. Later he got a melodeon upon 
which he practiced. A piano came to him 
when he was 16. About this time he entered 
Trinity college, Hartford, and soon after- 
ward took up his duties as organist of m. 
John’s Episcopal church, Hartford. 

He was taken out of Trinity in his sinkes 
year and sent to Leipsic conservatory when 
19 years old. Here he met as fellow students 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, Carl Rosa, John Francis 
Barnett, S. B. Mills, Madeline Schiller—after 
whom he named his daughter—and others 
who later became famous. 

He returned to America in 1862 and after 
the death of his parents he went to Chicago 
as organist, composer, and teacher. While 
in the middle west the great Chicago fire de-. 


stroyed all Buck’s effects, including the man- 


uscripts of unfinished compositions. After 
the fire Buck went to Boston as organist of 
St. Paul’s church there and later of Boston's 
music hall, the highest honor a Boston mu- 
sician at that time could attain. - 

Theodore Thomas then was conducting 
concerts at Centra! Park garden, New York. 
Thomas in 1875 invited Mr. Buck to become 
his assistant conductor. 


Fame Became International. 

Buck’s fame became international when 
he was invited to compose a cantata for the 
opening of the Centennial exposition. He 
took Sidney Lanier's poem, ‘“‘ The Centennial 
Meditation of Columbia,” and set it to music. 
Public musicians and critics praised the can- 
tata highly, and Buck’s fame was estab- 
lished. 

In 1878 he decided to accept a call from 
Holy Trinity church, Brooklyn, to become 
organist and musical director. He also was 
organist and director of the Apollo club, in 
Brooklyn. He took charge of the music in 
Plymouth church, Brooklyn, in May 1902, 
after a service of twenty-two years at Holy 
Trinity. 

Mr. Buck's literary. works include “A Dic- 
tionary of Musical Terms” and “ The In- 
fluehce of the Organ in History.” Among 
his more famous church compositions are 
the cantatas, *“‘ The Coming of the King,”’ 
“The Story of the Cross,”’ *‘ Christ the Vic- 
tor,”’ and *“‘ The Triumph of David.” The 
most elaborate of his secular cantatas is 
‘The Light of Asia,’’ founded on the Arnold 
poem. 

He is survived by a widow, who wae Miss 
Mary E. Van Wagner. and to whom he was 
married in 18685 at Hartford; two sons, Dr. 
Edward T. Buck of Indianapolis and Dudley 
Buck Jr., who has a studio in New York. ard 
one daughter, Mrs. Frances Blossom of 
Orange, N. J.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Special. }—One

STRATFORD-ON-AVON, Oct. 6.—Har- 
vard House, the boyhood home of the man 
who founded the American university by that 
name, today was formally turned over to 
the United States to be preserved as a 
shrine for American tourists. 

While guests on Sir Thomas Lipton's 
yacht some months ago, Marie Corelli, the 
novelist, proposed to Edward Morris of 
Chicago, that the house which was built 
in the sixteenth century by Alderman 
Thomas Rogers, the father-in-lay* of John 
Harvard. and which was then for sale and 
Mkely to be demolished, should be rescued. 

Mr. Morris offered to purchase the place 
for Harvard university, which’ he has since 
done. He named Miss Corelli and Sir Thomas 
Lipton, with others, as trustees. Miss Co- 
relli supervised the restoration of the equaint 
building to its original state and organized 
the dedication ceremonies which were held 
today, about the time that Abbott Law- 


rence Lowell was installed as president of 
the university. 


Miss Corelli Presents Key. 

Whitelaw Reid, the American ambassador 
to Great Britain, accepted the house in be- 
half of Harvard in the presence of a Frepre- 
sentative assembly of Americans and Eng- 
lish. Later Miss Corelli entertained more 
than a hundred guests at lunch in her rest- 
dence near by.. American flags and Harvard 
crimson decorated both places. 

Miss Corelli presented Ambassador Heid 
with the key of.the house. in an eloquent 
Speech, in which she said: 

“ Stratford-on-Avon long has been the lit- 
erary Mecca of the American people, but 
they have not been able to call any portion 
of it their own until this moment. Kor years 
they have come in thousands to this little 
town and have helped to spread the name and 
fame of it in all lands, but they never have 
been given the smallest foothold in it upon 
awa to stand under the folds of their own 

ag.” 

Relating the failure of the town to buy the 
Harvard place when it was offered for sale 
she said: 

‘“ When the worthy Stratford folk had their 
chance and missed it I thought it was time to 
step in and make the property a gift to that 
wider world which has the intelligence and 


| feeling, to remember that from the lives of 


noble men in the gst—men like John Har- 
vard—have sprung all the rich results of the 
present.”’ 


New Anglo-American Tie. 


agcpac: Reid in accepting the gift 
said: 

“On the same day that Harvard gains a 
new president it gains two new tiles with 
England. One is this fine old Elizabethan 
survival with its interesting double historical! 
relations to the beginnings of liberal educa- 
tion in America, and to Shakspeare’s Strat- 
ford, the chief shrine of our common litera- 
ture. 

“The second tie fs also notable and more 
recent.

Measure Will Not Come Up Again 
in Parliament Until No- 
vember 19.

LONDON, Oct. 6.—While the house of com- 
mons is ‘concluding the committee stage of 
the budget the king, assisted by unofficial ad- 
visers, is actively intervening to prevent the 
crisis which the government's financial pro- 
posals threaten to precipitate. 

What the outcome of the king’s interven- 
tion will be few are willing to prophesy. The 
leaders of both parties remain silent, but the 
rank and file still demand “ no surrende?,” 
and refuse to believe that the leaders will 
give up what they have been fighting for 
for months. A member of the cabinet is 
quoted as saying that there will be no com- 
promise and that the lords will pasathe bill 
as it leaves the commons. 

The house has accomplished its task so far 
as consideration of the bill is concerned, the 
last clause passing in committee after a late 
sitting tonight. the fight so far as parliament 
is involved being adjourned until Nov. 19, 
when the measure comes up for report. 


Original Estimates Changed. 

The original budget estimates do not hold 
good any longerand Mr. Lioyd-George is pre- 
paring a revised estimate of the yield ex- 
pected so be produced by his financial pro- 
posals as amended during the debates in the 
house. 

It is suggested in some circles that modifi- 
cations enough may be Introduced into the 
amended bill to make it more acceptable to 
the house of lords. 

A particularly interesting turn is given to 
the situation by the announcement this after- 
noon that Lord Lansdowne, leader of the op- 
position in the house of lords, is going to 
Balmoral castle for the week end. 


Public Awaits Premier’s Return. 

The general public. which has the greatest 
confidence in the king’s diplomacy. is await- 
ing for the return of Premier Asquith from 
Balmoral castle. The premier spent the day 
at his majesty’s Scotch seat, where there 
have been long and earnest consultatjons dil- 
rectly between the king and the prime min- 
ister and between the latter and Lord James 
Hereford, who having always taken a de- 
tached view of party strife, is better able to 
press his majesty’s wishes on the leaders 
than any other public man in England. 

It is a rather delicate matter for the king 
to intervene in domestic affairs and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, this is the first time he has open- 
ly done so. He has precedents for this. how- 
ever, Queen Victoria having intervened twice, 
on the Irish church bill in 1869 and on the 
reform bill in 1885, when she successfully 


acted as conciliator. The present issue is 
more serious, but the public is confident that 


the king’s statesmanship will be no less suc- 
cessful than that of his mother.

Schmidtz was 
asieep and Brunhuber was writing at a table 
when one of. their Chinese servants ran into 
the tent saying the men from the neighbor- 
ing villages were advancing to attack them.

JAPANESE CONSUL BACKS 
RIVAL CANAL ON ISTHMUS. 


Said to Be Interested in Secret Survey 
Through Colombia—Scheme Delays 
America’s Treaty Negotiations. 


BOGOTA, Colombia, Oct. 6.—Japan's recent 
appointment of a consul general at Bogota 
is said to have an important bearing on the 
treaty negotiations between the United 
States, Panama, and Colombia. 

The consul general is said to have ex- 
pressed privately his intention of codperat- 
ing with Luis Arturo Undurraga, a Colom- 
bian engineer, who is endeavoring to obtain 
from the Colombian congress a concession 


with private capital. efor Undurraga was 
recently in London, where he tried to interest 
a British syndicate in his enterprise. 

The consult general was appointed by 
Japan, after an alleged secret explaration 
of the Atrato canal line across the isthmus. 

These treaties concern the settlement of 
questions arising from the separation in 1908 
from Colombia of the territory which now 
forms the republic of Panama, including the 
recognition of Panama by Colembia. The 
foreign offi€e and Elliott Northcott, the 
American minister, have been working to- 
gether to reach an understanding, but the 
plans that Japan is said to entertain have 
delayed conclusions.

Candidates Work in Mechanical

Show Desire for Sport.

Grinnell, Ia., Oct. 6.—[Special.}—Working 
under adverse conditions, Coach Dan Doygh- 
erty is endeavoring to develop a football 
team at Grinnell which may successfully 
compete with elevens representing other in- 
stitutions in this state. 

Scarcely enough candidates for two teams 
appeared on Ward field this afternoon for 
practice. Most of them were awkward ap- 
pearing and did not look like the material 
which is striving for positions on the Ames 
and Drake elevens.

They practiced in a mechanical sort of way,

Strenuous efforts are being made to do 
away with this disagreeable feature. A new 
field is in course of construction. It will be ready 
for the outdoor season next year. <A concrete 
grand stand will be erected on one side and this 
will be equipped with dressing rooms for home and 
visiting teams. The new fleld already is surround- 
ed by a third of a mile track which is considered 
to be extremely fast. A 220 yard straightawey 
also has been built, and at present track is the 
leading school sport. 

A noticeable feature at this college is the lack 
of spirit shown toward football. At today’s scrim- 
mage there were several likely looking students on 
the side lines who might develop into good football! 
players, but for some unknown reasors they would 
not turn out for the team. They belong to the 
class which stands on the side lines and criticises 
the playing of thore who are trying to uphold the 
athletic honor of their institution. There were a 
number of such fanatics present at today’s prac- 
tice. 

Grinnell was one of the first colleges in Iowa, if 
not in this section of the country, to play football. 


“In years gone by this little college was represented 


by football teams which won from everything. in 
this locality. Twenty-nine games have been played 
with Drake, and honors are about even between 
these ancient football rivals. 


Drake and Cornell Enemies. 


Drake and Cornell are Grinnell’s hated enemies, 
and early in the season the development of the 
team is pointed toward these struggles. The sea- 
son here is marred or made by the results of these 
contests, although there Is a great deal of interest 
shown in the annual struggle with Ames. 

Dougherty is working hard with his men and is 
the first coach in football togs seen in this section. 
He gets into the game quite frequently to show 
some of the men the proper way todothings. The 
players admire his ability to perform and they are 
working hard for him and trying to master his 
suggestions and plays. Some of them are green at 
the game and do not comprehend easily, although 
they try hard enough. 

Grinnell will play Des Moines college on Satur- 
day, the aggregation which held Drake to nine 
points last week. The feeling of the students is 
that this score must be beaten if a successful sea- 
son is to be had at Grinnell. The team has not 
been given many formations in which the forward 
pass and onside kick figure conspicuously. 

There are some formations which contain short 
passes, but the complicated forward pass plays 
have not been attempted, although Dougherty 
Glaims he has a number of them planned. 


Strong Offensive Team. 


Grinnell at present is a fair offensive team, but 
poor on the defense. In today’s scrimmage it al- 
lowed a second team of weaklings to make consist- 
ent gains through any point, while the open field 
tackling was poor, few attempts being made to 
down a runner by a flying tackle. In interference 
the interferers never hit an opponent herd enough 
to put him out of a play completely,,but were 
content to check him temporarily. In many cases 
the player came back and nailed the runner. 

On defense the line failed to charge and showed 
a tendency to play too high. The line or backs 
seldom changed its position when the opposing 
team shifted a tackle or end from one side to the 
other and when a shift was called for the weak 
side was left wholly unprotected. Numerous other 
weaknesses were discerned wiich if not rectiued 
before the Drake or Ames games will be instru- 
mental in Grinnell’s downfall. 

Ziegler, a big, powerful man, is captain of this 
year’s team and plays left tackle. If he only 
knew how to use his tremendous strengtn he would 
make one of the best tackles in the country this 
season. He is constructed along the right lines 
for a tackle, being of good height and proportioned 
accordingly. But like so many others of this type, 
his energies are directed along wrong lines. His 
main weakness is charging high and remaining 
in this position, no matter waere the attack comes. 
In today’s scrimmage he tried standing up to 
stop several onsiaughts sent at him with the 
result that he was pusned back several yarts 
On offense he leaves his position too quickly and 
allows opponents to break through and spoil plays. 
If he gets wise to certain football tactics he will 


make a valuable man. 


Turner Wise, to tha Game. 


Turner will play the other tackle, and is a 
hard. aggressive player who knows something 
about the game. He ts heavy and strong, and 
should improve with the experience of more games. 

Greenwood and Soper. the guards. are heavy 
enough to make good linemen. but they are ex- 
tremely slow in charging and lend little assistance 
to any plays sent through them by opening up 
holes. They try to do things in a mechanical sort 
of manner, but they need a deal of coaching to 
make strong pleyers. 

Sparks at center fs one of the best men in the 
line. He passes the ball well. and plays a strong 
defensive game. He is shifty for a big man. and 
in the scrimmage today made several nice tackles

pelf-created motion, as it rocks to and fro 
on a painted ocean. And again a sunset to 
fill one with emotion, followed by the big 
full moon in a clear blue sky. 

Thursday.—This is the first Sydney-Yoko- 
hama mail boat to make Yap, the chief of the 
western Carolines, a port of call. Shouilu i 
be allowed to go ashore? This was the ques- 
tion I had asked myself often and the captain 
a few times since leaving New Guinea. 

I was awakened at 5 o'clock by the half 
speed signal to the engine room and at once 
went on deck. The morning’star was in his 
white majestic splendor in the east, but the 
glories of Orion h@d begun to fade. Ahead 
could be made out the low outline of land. 
Just as Venus snuffed its dim taper and gave 
way to the blazing sun we stopped in front 
of the chief settlement of Yap—a mile be- 
yond the coral reef, which surrounds the is- 
land a mile or so from the shore. 


Island Low and Level. 


As seen from the ship, the island presented 
@ ten mile broad, uniformly low and level 
surface except back of and around the cen- 
tral portion. which was slightly broken by 
low hills. No forests were visible, osly al- 
most continuous cocoanut groves. with scrub 
here and there,especially on the hilly regions. 
Beyond a break or gap in the encircling reef 
in the center of the shore line could be seen 
the eight or ten houses of the European set- 
tiement, the two story building of the cable 
gtation being especially prominent. Down 
toward the south end of the shore Nne and 
high on the coral reef could be seen the hull 
of a Norwegian bark which went ashore in 
the northeast monsoon fourteem years ago. 

We blew our whistle and waited, By 7. with 


‘the aid of giasses, boats could be seen leav- 


ing the shore and by 8 we had the entire 
white population on board, brought out in 
five boats by native oarsmen. While our 
white visitors sought the délights of cool 
drinks, I watched and waited for a chance to 
get ashore, and studied the natives below 
im the boats.

ing nearly to the ankles, which gave a pe- 
cullar appearance, like a nymph rising out of

Time was not sufficieht to see much of their 
material culture, but everywhere along the 
roadside, by old house platforms in front of 
houses and on verandas, were the great ar- 
ragonite stone dishes, perforated in the cen- 
ter and ranging from two to eight feet in 
diameter. Some of them were brown with 
the rust of time, others worn smooth from 
much handling; all are money, each nine 
inchés of diameter equaling 1,000 cocoanuts, 
and all coming from the Pelew islands, hun- 
dreds of miles away. Some are property of 
individuals, others of a community or town- 
ship. 

The warning whistle of the steamer called 
us away all too soon from this lovely Eden, 
and we retraced our steps to the white set- 
tlement with great reluctance. By 11 o’clock 
we were on board the Waldemar again, where 
I met Mr. Clark, an Englishman, who is the 
manager of the estate of the eccentric Amer- 
ican, O’Keefe, who died recently, leaving a 
native family behind him, as well as one at 
home, the estate having been divided. 


Seas Always the Smoothest. 

At once we were off, down around the south 
end of the island, well off the reef upon which 
the sea could be seen breaking for a long dis- 
tance. Then our course lay nearly due west 
and slightly north, for we are headed for.the 
passage between Samar and Luzon Or tne 
Philippines. Blue, O, so blue, was the sea, 
with only tiny ripples, but always the long, 
lazy swell prevails. In the afternoon show- 
ers and tonight the heavy tropical rain. 

Saturday.—On to the west for the last two 
days with clearer and cooler weather—in 
fact, perfect, as South sea weather should 
be and usually is. with no motion but an 
easy, lulling roll. My time on board, as here- 
tofore, is fully occypied, no dull moments, 
books on the South seas, accounts, letters, 
etc. and plenty of sleep, with an hour’s 
steady tramp around the generous deck each 
day. 

Tomorrow we enter new seas and sight new 
lands. Tonight I bid farewell! to the South 
sea proper for henceforth it is the FPhilip- 
pines, China, Japan, and home.

WOMAN KILLED; 35 INJURED 


Fair Special and Regular Train Collide 
Head On. 


Springfielé, L., Oct. 6.—[Special. }—The Ill- 
nois railroad and warehouse commission will 
investigate the cause of the wreck on the IIli- 
nois Central between Farmer City and Par- 
nell last night, when a state fair excursion 
train collided with a regular train, killing 
one passenger and injuring thirty-five others, 
some probably fatally. 

The commission this morning instructed 
Chairman O. F. Berry to ask the road for a 
detailed. statement regarding the accident. 
The message requesting the information was 
sent to GenerasJ Manager F. B. Harriman. 
Remarkable escapes of more than 500 pas- 
sengers from what seemed certain death 
marked the collision. 

The excursion train creshed into train No. 
525 a few moments after it sped out of Farm- 
er City. Coming together in a long “ dip” 
in the road the heavy engine of the state fair 
flyer plowed ita way through the lighter loco- 
motive of the regular train, and but for the 
fact one of the new steel type of cars was 
attached to No. 526 it is thought that the 
Hst of killed and injured would have been 
materially increased.

Cancels Springfield Engage-

TALKS OF NEW EVIDENCE. 


State’s Attorney in Meantime 
Accepts Resignations of

New developments in the “ jury fixing” 
investigation, which has been under way for 
some time, yesterday caused State’s Attorney 
Wayman to cancel an engagement in Spring- 
field for today. Instead of attending the 
state’s attorneys’ convention at the state 
capitol, as he intended, the prosecutor will 
remain in Chicago. “ We discovered cer- 
tain important evidence in connection with 
the conspiracy,” wae the only explanation 
given by the prosecutor. 

This decision was reached late in the after- 
noon by Mr. Wayman, who immediately sent 
a telegram to the president of the associa- 
tion informing him that it was impossible 
for him to keep his appointment. His action 
followed a mysterious visit of Detectives 
Loula and Keeley to the office of Superin- 
tendent of Public Service McLaren in the 
County building. After spending several 

ours in conference with Mr. McLaren and 
Chief Clerk Work and overhauling numer- 
ous records and pers, the detectives re- 
turned to the Criminal Court building and 
held a lengthy consultation with Mr. Way- 
man.

Instructs His Assistants. : 

Meantime the grand jury, which had been 
in session the entire morning, adjourned for 
the day. Then Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Thomas Marshall and Victor Arnold, who 
have charge of the inquisitorial body, were 
called to the prosecutor's office and given’ 
secret instructions declared to have been in 
connection with certain evidence to be placed 
before the grand jury this morning.

SUBURBAN MANAGERS YIELD. 


Actors’ Union Making More Trouble 
for Five Cent Theaters. 


Unless the strike of bill posters is settled 
within a few days a ‘large number of theaters 
may be compelled to suspend operations and 
turn away their audiences. Musicians and 
stage hands yesterday threatened to strike 
in sympathy with the bill posters, and when 
word of this reached'the managers they made 
hasty preparations to forestall the calamity 
of darkened houses. 

The result was that twenty-five theater 
managers, mostly of houses outside the loop 
district, signed the new scale of the Biil 
Posters’ union calling for an increase of $3 
a week. Fifteen downtown theaters, how- 
ever, preferred to stand pat on the refusal 
to grant the increased demand. 

With the signing of the scale by the man- 
agers of the lesser houses, between eizhty 
and ninety bill posters returned to work. 
This leaves more than 200 men still on strike. 
The efforts of the strikers also are directed 
against the American Posting service, which 
has a contract with most of the downtown 
theaters to do their bill posting and “ snip- 
ing.”’ 

Advertising for Men. 

The strikers received word during the 
day that the officials of the posting concern 
jAnveerted advertisements in out of town 
papers for bill posters to come to Chicago 
and take the piaces of the strike:s. It is 
understood the concern will make an effort 
to post bills and carry out its contract with 
the theaters next Monday morning. 

If that plan is carried out trouble may fo'- 
bow, as the strikers are determined to pre- 
vent nonunion men trom posting pills. 

“ye are tied up tight at presen’, but we 
expect to resume. work next week,” sa'd J. 
B. Lynch, assistant manager of the Amer- 
Ican posting service. ‘‘ We have contracts 
with most of the theaters and we shal! try to 
carry, them out.’’ 

Simultaneously with the trouble of the 
larger houses, the nickel theaters are facing 
a fight with the Actors’ and Musiciaris’ 
unions. Officers of the two organizations 
have joinec forces in an effort to “ unionize 
the music” dispensed for the edification of 
the 5 cent theater patrons. 


Want Music “Unionized.” 


A demand will be made for the discharge 
of all nonunion musicians in the nickel 
houses and the employment of union piano 
players and drummers. It appears that the 
movement was started by the vaudeville 
actors, whose artistic and esthetic sense was 
offended by the ongeacter of 5 cent theater 
music.
